For five consecutive years the ‘get of sire” 
class at the International: Livestock Exposition 
was headed by the sons and daughters of the 
International grand champion, Oakwood 
Royal King x. No other Polled Shorthorn 
bull has ever equalled or even approached this 
record. 


When Gosshall Ximenes was sold at the 
1942 International Shorthorn Sale, Short- 
horn breeders were unanimous in their 
opinion that he was the greatest prospect 
for a sire that had been offered in a 
generation. That he should sell for the top 
price at auction in this country in over 
two decades, was indicative of their con- 
fidence in his future. At that time we had 
in service at Oakwood three International 
Grand Champion bulls, but we felt that 
Gosshall Ximenes could write a new chap- 
ter in Polled Shorthorn achievement to use 
him upon the daughters of these bulls and, 
in cooperation with Montana Hall, we pur- 
chased this bull at $5,700. His <ire, Col- 
doch Union Jack, was the Supreme Cham- 
pion at the Perth Show in 1932. That he 
proved himself an equally noted sire is 
now history.
